Much Assurance

When reminding the Thessa- 


God in their city, as a result of 
which they were saved, the 
Apostle Paul says: 

“We give thanks to God always 
for you all, making mention of you 
in our prayers; Remembering 
without ceasing your work of 
faith, and labour of love, and pa- 
tience of hope in our Lord Jesus 
Christ, in the sight of God and 
our Father; Knowing, brethren 
beloved, your election of God. For 
our gospel came not unto you in 
word only, but also in power, and 
in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance; as ye know what man- 
ner of men we were among you 
for your sake. And ye became fol- 
lowers of us and of the Lord, hav- 
ing received the word in much af- 
fliction, with joy of the Holy

Ghost: So that ye were ensamples 
to all that believe in Macedonia 
and Achaia.” 


This is a very striking declara- 
tion, and .all the more so because 
it stands out in such vivid con- 
trast with much that goes under 
the name of evangelical testimony 
in our days. It is not too much to 
say of perhaps the majority of 
sermons preached in our myriads 
of churches, that one who was in 
deep spiritual trouble might listen 
to them year in and year out and 
be left in as great uncertainty 
as ever, They give no assurance to 
the hearers, whereas Paul’s preach- 
ing was of such a character as to 
produce much assurance, 


Consider the people addressed. 
Only a few months before at the 
most, they were for the greater 
part pagan idolaters, living in all 
kinds of sin and uncleanness. They 
had never been trained in Chris- 
tian truth. A few among them 
were Jews, and had some know- 
ledge of the law and the prophets. 
But the great majority by far 
were ignorant heathen, given to 
superstitious and licentious prac- 
tices, and who were without any 
understanding of the way of life. 

To them came Paul and his 
little company of itinerant preach- 
ers—men of God whose lives evi- 
denced the power of the message 
they proclaimed. In dependence 
on the Holy Spirit they preached 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified. 
They bore witness to His’ resur- 
rection and present saving power, 
and they declared He was com- 
ing back some day to be judge

‘Daily, Regular Answer to 
Prayers Should Be Nor- 
mal for All Christians 


The normal Christian life is a 
life of regular, daily answer to 
prayer. In the model prayer Jesus 
taught His disciples to pray daily 
for bread, and expect to get it, and 
to ask daily for forgiveness, for 
deliverance from the evil one, and 
for other needs, and daily to get 
the answers they sought. 

That is the way Jesus Himself 
lived, in daily unhindered com- 
munion with the Father, so that 
He: could say to His Father and 
our Father, “I knew that thou 
hearest me always” (John 11:42). 
And all the teaching of the Lord 
Jesus about prayer shows that 
we too have a normal, day-to-day 
unhindered intercourse with God, 
asking and receiving, seeking and 
finding, knocking and having God 


open to us. He plainly said, “Hith- 
erto have ye asked nothing in my 
name: ask and ye shall receive, 
that your joy may be full’ (John 
16:24). When we are told in James 
4:2 that “ye have not, because ye 
ask not,” it is proper to infer that 
God intended asking to be followed 
by having and that the Christian 
in the will of God can live day by 
day in the fulness of joy of having 
his prayers answered. 

It is perfectly normal for an 
obedient child to ask for food 
every meal time and get it, get 
all he wants, and eat until he is 
perfectly satisfied. And using that 
figure the Saviour said, “If ye 
then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children, how 
much more shall your Father 
which is in heaven give good 
things to them that ask him?” 


(Matthew 7:11). 


PRAYER 


A depositor whose account is 
in good condition normally has 
every check he draws honored by 
the bank. Then why cannot a child 
of God day by day draw on the 
bank of Heaven, have his prayers 
answered as a matter of course, 
as a daily business? He can! When 
a Christian fails to have his pray- 
er-check cashed, he should regard 
it as proof that. something is 
wrong that needs attention at 
once. . 


When I turn faucets in bath- 
room or kitchen, J] expect water 
to pour forth every time. If I 
turned the tap and water did not 
come, I would be Surprised. Also 
I would know that something 
radically was wrong and I would 
immediately set out to find out 
why the water did not run. If I 
press a light switch and the light 
does not shine, or I plug in an 
electric motor and there is no 
power, I know that something is 
wrong, dead wrong, that the con- 
nection with the power-house is 
broken; and I set out to find what 
is wrong and to remedy it. Just 
so, every Christian ought to be in 
daily communion with God and 
ought to live the joyful life of 
answered prayer..And when any- 
thing hinders his prayers’ the 
Christian ought immediately to 
be able to find out what is wrong 
and get it remedied. 

Now the Scriptures above, at 
the head of this chapter, indicate 
that there are sins which hinder

Building Fund N 


$19,000 Needed by July 15. $4,750 in Interest 
Payments Can Be Saved if This Is Met 


By Evangelist Walt Handford 
Vice-President, Sword of the Lord Foundation 


On July 15 of this year a $1,000 payment plus $450 in- 
terest must be made on our building No. 2 mortgage. Alto- 
gether, $19,000 is still due on this fine brick building which 
our friends have been helping us buy since October, 1952. 
(Remember, we paid down $25,000 in five months). This 
building was purchased to provide immediate room for our 
terribly overcrowded office situation and was to be used as a 
temporary stopgap until_a new building could be built and 
paid for. We made it plain then that this was just a temporary 
solution and that this building would need to be sold and the 
money put into a new building as soon as a lot could be pur- 
chased and the balance of the money raised for a building 
large enough to house all of our office workers. 


We think we should raise $19,000 ; 


now and pay off the mortgage on 
this building which would other- 
wise take us nine and a half years 
according to the terms of the 
mortgage. During that time $4,750 
would have been spent for inter- 
est alone, To me that would seem 
a serious waste of the Lord’s 
money when the building could be 
paid off now with the help of many 
of our friends around the world. 

We are still as convinced as ever 


that we need a new building to 


carry on our work here. At pres- 
ent we are using parts of three 
buildings in order to do our work 
and some inefficiency has resulted. 
Last summer we finished paying 
$66,000 for a piece of property in 
the center of Wheaton for our new 
building. Raising the $19,000 to 
pay off one of our present build- 
ings is merely one step toward the 
erection of our new, modest but 


_adequate, office building. 


At the present time we have 
$1,068 on ‘hand to apply on 
this $19,000 which is needed by 


' July 15. This means we still need 


$17,932 to complete the full pay- 
anent for the building. : 


Why the Sword Must Depend 
on Gifts for Our Building 
Program 
- Someone may ask, “Why doesn't 
the Sword of the Lord pay for 
buildings just like any other busi- 
mess does—out of its profits?” I 
Helieve that’s a fair question and 
ought to be answered clearly for 

everybody to know. 

In the first place, the Sword of 
the Lord is in business only in the 
same sense that a church is in 
business. The main object of our 
work is to win souls to Christ and 
stic revival fires around the world. 
Since this is our main purpose and 
task, we often get out the Gospel! 
at some slight loss in order that 
people might be saved and revival 
blessings spread. The Sword of the 
ZLord Foundation is literally a non- 
profit organization, incorporated 
under the laws of Illinois. Dr. Rice 
does not own the business and gets 
mot one penny from the work. I 
cannot remember a single year 
when we showed any real profit 


to be turned back to the work at 
the end of the business year. This 
does not mean that the business 
was being run in a slipshod fash- 
ion, but only that prices on THE 
Sworp and our books were kept 
purposely low in order to reach as 
many people as possible and con- 
sequently no profit was realized. 

Right now we could set out on a 
program which could possibly help 
us realize enough profit to pay 
for a new building in a few years 
time. We could raise the subscrip- 
tion price to THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp. But this would mean that 
many who are now able to afford 
the paper would not be able to 
subscribe any longer. This would 
mean that folk who subscribe for 
their friends would be able to 
send fewer subscriptions for the 
same amount of money and thus 
reach a smaller number of folks 
who need the blessings of THE 
SWORD. 


We might cut down the size of 
the paper and put fewer articles 
in each week. But to do this would 
seem to also defeat the purpose 
of reaching as many people with 
as much revival and soul-winning 
material as possible. As it is now, 
the 12 pages seem hardly adequate 
to include. all of the material 
which ‘preachers. and earnest 
Christians need in order to help 
them in their work. Nearly every 
week we*have more material than 
space and have to cut down the 
material to make it fit. 


Another way we might be able 
to turn in a profit and be able to 
finance a new building would be to 
accept some advertising which we 
now reject. Right along we reject 
advertising which we do not be- 
lieve would be the kind of thing to 
bless our readers and be helpful 
to them. A matter that came up 
again yesterday was that of ac- 
cepting advertising for fund-rais- 
ing schemes for churches. Many 
publications see no harm in ac- 
cepting advertising asking for 
ladies aid groups to sell Christmas 
cards or other items in order to 
get money for the church. Our 
position has been that the Bible 
explicitly states that the church

—not by money-raising schemes. 
For this reason we have rejected 
many ads which would have been 
profitable to us. We will not 
handle advertising on books that 
are not sound in doctrine or that 
are not what they should be spirit- 
ually. We have rejected thousands 
of dollars worth of paid advertis- 
ing which could have been profit- 
able to us and would have made 
it possible for us to put up our 
own building. But we believe we 
must keep faith with our friends 
and with God, and would rather 
go to our friends to help pay for a 
building than to betray .them 
through our advertising. 


There are many other things we 
could start doing which would 
give us more money for a build- 
ing. Regularly some of the money 
which comes in through our whole- 
sale book sales is used to send 
THE SWORD OF THE LoRD to needy 
preachers or others who would 
not find it possible to subscribe 
themselves to THE Sworpb. Thou- 
sands of dollars would be available 
for our work if this were not done, 
but we believe it is important to 
continue to use the money in this 
way. 

We could discontinue our sum- 
mer conferences which over the 
years have cost us considerable 
amounts of money. But again, we 
believe the summer conference 
programs are important and-that 
even though they cost us money 
we plan to continue them in order 
that preachers might be revived 
and Christians blessed and set on 
fire to win souls.

An Ideal Plan for 
Pastors te Tny 


Students at New Trier Town- 
ship high school, Winnetka, IIl., 
have an understanding of world 
problems not matched, perhaps, 
at any other high school in the 
country, as the result of a novel 
plan. During the week of April 
18-22, eight missionaries of The 
Evangelical Alliance Mission were 
invited in to take over 51 separate 
class periods and tell firsthand 
of social, economic, and geograph- 
ical conditions in six foreign coun- 
tries. This was the third year this 
plan was carried out in connection 
with the annual missionary con- 
ference in the Winnetka Bible 
Church, of which the Rev. Harold 
J. DeVries is pastor. 

Missionaries report that the 
teenagers were unusually atten- 
tive and asked numerous questions 


after each talk. Although the dis- 


cussions were not of a religious 
nature, queries such as “What is 
the difference between ‘our reli- 
pion’ and Buddhism?” gave the 
speakers an opportunity to present 
objectively the truths of Chris- 
tianity.

The Editor Answers 
Young People's 
i Questions 


Do you think people will have te 
give account for the evil thoughts 
they have? 


Yes. Most sins are in the 
thoughts. God forbids lust and 
counts it equal to adultery (Matt, 
9:27, 28). God forbids covetous- 
ness, and that is in the thoughts, 
The great command is, “Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart...” and that is 
a matter of the thoughts. In 
Isaiah 55:7 God commands the 
unrighteous man to forsake his 
thoughts. In Matthew 15:19 Jesus 
says that evil thoughts proceed 
out of the heart, and so would 
be judged. 

However, it is important to 
note that when God speaks of 
thought as a sin, He means the 
intention of the heart. For exam- 
ple, a person might think about 
sex matters and it would not be 
a sin necessarily. But if one de- 
liberately wants that which is not 
right, and chooses to seek to 
have that which is wrong, then 
that would certainly be a sin. 
Temptation is not necessarily a sin 
as long as one does not consent 
to it, does not seek it. It is the 
honest intention of the heart 
which God regards. If one intends 
to do wrong, that is the same as 
doing wrong. If one does not in- 
tend to do wrong, a thought is 
not necessarily evil. Of course we 
should guard our hearts and 
thought very carefully to keep 
from temptation. We would be 
guilty if we encouraged tempta- 
tion or did not resist it. 


Is it wrong to wear jewelry? 


If it hurts your conscience to 
wear jewelry, then don’t wear it. 
But the Bible never says it is 
wrong, and we have no business 
making rules where the Bible does 
not make them. The Bible re- 
quires that a woman should. not 
make her jewelry on her hair or 
clothes her real adornment (I Pet. 
3:3), but it does not forbid wear- 
ing jewelry or braided hair or 
clothes. It is wrong for a Chris- 
tian woman to be vain about her 
looks or too much occupied with 
her looks. Great women of the 
Bible like Sarah and Rebecca wore 
jewelry. God had the high priest 
in the Old Testament wear a 
jeweled, golden breastplate and a 
jeweled mitre. When John saw 
Christ in Revelation 1:13 Jesus 
had on a golden girdle. 


Beware of man-made rules by 
people who criticize others. Real 
Christianity is not a matter of 
outward appearance, but of prim- 
arily being right in the heart, 
If a moderate amount of inex- 
pensive jewelry offends those you 
know, then they are some kind 
of cranks and not good Christians, 
However, if that is the kind of 
people you associate with, you 
should try not to offend them.

Piteously she besought her pastor 
to give what help he could that 
dying grace might indeed be hers. 
The good man was plainly dis- 
concerted. He was not used to 
coming to close quarters with dy- 
ing souls anxious to be sure of 
salvation. But he quoted and read 
various Scriptures. His eye fell 
on the words, “Not by works of 
righteousness which we have done, 
but according to his mercy he 
saved us, by the washing of re- 
generation, and renewing of the 
Holy Ghost; Which he shed on us 
abundantly through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour; That being justified 
by his grace, we should be made 
heirs according to the hope of 
eternal life’ (Titus 3:5-7). 


As he read the words with quiv- 
ering voice, the dying woman 
drank in their truth. “Not by 
works, but justified by his grace!”’ 
She exclaimed, “Aye, minister, 
that'll do; I can rest there. No 
works of mine to plead, just to 
trust His grace. That will do. I 
can die in peace.” He prayed 
with her and left, his own heart 
tenderly moved and grateful, too, 
that he had been used to minister 
dying grace to this troubled mem- 
ber of his flock. He hardly ex- 
pected to see her again on earth, 
but was comforted to feel that 
she would soon be in Heaven. 

Contrary to her physician’s pre- 
diction, however, she did not die 
but rallied from that very hour, 
and in a few weeks was well 
again, a happy, rejoicing believer 
with much assurance. She sent 
once more for the pastor, and put 
the strange question to him: ‘‘God 
has given me dying grace and now 
I am well again; what am I to 
do about it?” 

“Ah, woman,” he. exclaimed, 
“ye may just claim it as living 
grace and abide in the joy of it.” 

It was’ well put, but what a 
pity his preaching throughout the 
years had not produced assurance 
long before in the mind and heart 
of his anxious parishioner. 

The Thessalonian believers did 
not have to wait until facing death 
in order to enter into the positive 
knowledge of sins forgiven. Their 
election of God was a reality to 
themselves and to others, who saw 
what grace had wrought in their 
lives. 

And it was what Paul calls “‘our 
gospel,” and “my gospel,” that 
produced all this. We are not left 
in any doubt as to what that 
Gospel was, for he has made it 
very clear elsewhere. He had but 
one message, that Christ died for 
our sins, was buried, and rose 
again. The import. of this received 
in faith destroyed doubt, banished 
-uncertainty, and produced much 
assurance. 

Of course, back of the witness 
borne by the lips was the witness 
of the life. Paul’s deportment 
among them was that of a man 
who lived in the atmosphere of 
eternity. A holy minister of 
Christ preaching a clear Gospel 
in the energy of the Holy Spirit is 
bound to get results. Such a man 


is a tremendous weapon in the 


hand of God for the pulling down 
of satanic strongholds. But it was 
not the piety of the messengers 
that gave assurance to those early 
believers. It was’ the message it- 
self which they received in faith. 

It is a great mistake to at- 
tempt to rest one’s soul upon the 
character of any preacher, how- 
ever godly he may appear to be. 
Faith is to rest, not in the best 
of God’s servants, but in His un- 
changing Word. Unhappily, it 
often transpires that impression- 
able folk are carried away with 
admiration for a minister of Christ, 
and they put their dependence 
upon him rather than upon the 
truth proclaimed. 

Then it is well to remember 
that some vivid emotional experi- 
ence is not a safe ground of as- 
surance. It is the blood of Christ 
that makes us safe and the Word 
of God that makes us sure.

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Queen Victoria Decides 
the Question 


There is an apparently authen- 
tic story told of the great Queen 
Victoria, so long ruler of Britain’s 
vast empire. When she occupied 
her castle at Balmoral, Scotland, 
she was in the habit of calling, in 
a friendly way, upon certain cot- 
tagers living in the neighborhood. 
One aged Highland woman, who 
felt greatly honored by these visits 
and who knew the Lord, was 
anxious about the soul of the 
queen. As the season came to a 
close one year, her Majesty was 
making her last visit to the hum- 
ble home of this dear child of God. 
After the good-byes were said, the 
old cottager timidly inquired, 
“May I ask your gracious Majesty 
a question?” 

“Yes,” replied the queen, 
many as you like.” 

“Will your Majesty meet me in 
Heaven?” 

Instantly the royal visitor re- 
plied, “I will, through the all- 
availing blood of Jesus.” 

That is the only safe ground 
for assurance. The blood shed on 
Calvary avails for all classes alike. 

When Israel of, old was about 
to leave Egypt, and the last aw- 
ful plague was to fall on that_land 
and its people, God Himself pro- 
vided a way of escape for His 
own. They were to slay a lamb, 
sprinkle its blood on the doorposts 
and lintel of their houses, go in- 
side and shut the door. When the 
destroying angel passed through 
that night, he would not be per- 
mitted to enter any blood-sprink- 
led door, for Jehovah had said, 
“When I see the blood, I will pass 
over you.” Inside the house, some 
might have been trembling and 
some rejoicing, but all were safe. 
Their security depended, not on 
their frames of mind, or feelings, 
but on the fact that the eye of 
God beheld the blood of the lamb 
and they were sheltered behind 
it. As they recalled the Word that 
He had given concerning it and 
truly believed it, they would have 
much assurance. 

So it is today! We cannot see 
the blood shed so long ago for our 
redemption on Calvary, but there 
is a sense in which it is ever be- 
fore the eye of God. The moment 
a repentant sinner puts his trust 
in Christ, he is viewed by God as 
sheltered behind the blood-sprink- 
led lintel. Henceforth his security 
from judgment depends, not on his 
ability to satisfy the righteous de- 
mands of the Holy One, but upon 
the blessed fact that Christ Jesus 
satisfied them to the utmost when 
He gave Himself a ransom for our 
sins, and thus made it possible for 
God to pass over all our offenses 
and justify us from all things. 


That Dreadful Night in Egypt 


Imagine a Jewish youth on that 
night in Egypt reasoning thus: “I 
am the firstborn of this family 
and in thousands of homes to- 
night the firstborn must die. I 
wish I could be sure that I was 
safe and secure, but when I think 
of my many shortcomings, I am 
in deepest distress and perplexity. 
I do not feel that I am by any 
means good enough to be saved 
when others must die. I have been 
very willful, very disobedient, very 
undependable, and now I feel so 
troubled and anxious. I question 
very much if I shall see the morn- 
ing light.” 

Would his anxiety and self-con- 
demnation leave, him exposed to 
judgment? Surely not! His father 
might well say to him, ““Son, what 
you say as to yourself is all true. 
Not one of us has ever been all he 
should be. We all deserve to die. 
But the death of the lamb was for 
you—the lamb died in your stead. 
The blood of the lamb outside the 
house comes between you and the 
destroyer.” 

One can understand how the 
young man’s face would light up 
as he exclaimed, “Ah, I see it! It 
is not what I am that saves me 
from judgment. It is the blood 
and I am safe behind the blood- 
sprinkled door.” Thus he would 
have “much assurance.” And in 
the same way, we now, who trust 
in the testimony God has given 
concerning the atoning work of 
His Son, enter into peace and 
know we are free from all con- 
demnation. .

holiness. If you have come to 
Jesus and trusted Him, do you not 
realize the truth of this? Do you 
not now hate and detest the wick- 
ed things that once gave you a 
certain degree of delight? Do you 
not find within yourself a new 
craving for goodness, a longing 
after holiness, and a thirst for 
righteousness? All this is the evi- 
dence of a new nature. And as you 
walk with God you will find that 
daily the power of the indwelling 
Holy: Spirit -will give you practical 
deliverance from the dominion of 
sin, 

This line of truth does not touch 
the question of your salvation. It 
is the outcome of your salvation. 
First, get this settled: you are 
justified not by anything done in 
you, but by what Jesus did for 
you on the cross. But now He who 
died for you works in you to con- 
form you daily to Himself, and to 
enable you to manifest in a de- 
voted life the reality of His sal- 
vation. 


The Thessalonians “turned to 
God from idols to serve the living 
and true God; And to wait for his 
Son from heaven.’ The moment 
they turned to Him they were 
saved, forgiven, justified, set apart 
to God in all the value of the 
work of the cross and the perfec- 
tion of the resurrection life of the 
Lord Jesus.. They were accepted 
in the Beloved! God saw them in 
Christ. Believing thus, they had 
much assurance. 


This matter settled, they then 
yielded themselves unto God as 
those alive from. the dead, to 
serve Him who had done so much 
for them, and they waited day by 
day for the coming again of Him 
who had died for them, whom 
God had raised from the dead and 
seated at His right hand in high- 
est glory. 

Acceptable service springs from 
the knowledge that the question 
of salvation is forever settled. We 
who are saved by grace apart from 
all self-effort are “created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them 


Not Saved by Good Works 


Notice, we are not saved by 
good works, but unto good works. 
In other words, no one can begin 
to live a Christian life until he has 
a Christian life to live. This life 
is divine and eternal. It is impart- 
ed by God Himself to the one who 
believes the Gospel, as the Apostle 
Peter tells us: 

“Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of God, which liveth 
and abideth forever. For all flesh 
is as grass, and all the glory of 


my word, and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting life, 
and shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death 
unto life’; and link with this 
verse John 10:27-30, “My sheep 
hear my voice, and I know them, 
and they follow me: And I give 
unto them eternal kife; and they 
shall never perish, neither shall 
any man pluck them out of my 
hand. My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all; and no 
man is able to pluck them out of 
my Father’s hand. I and my Fath- 
er are one.” 

Observe that in the first of 
these passages there are five links, 


all of which go together: ‘Hear- 
eth’—"Believeth’—‘Hath’— 
“Shall not’—‘“Is passed.” Study 


these terms carefully and note 

their true connection. They should 

never be dissociated. In the long- 

er passage pay careful attention 

to. what.is said of Christ’s sheep: 
a—They hear His voice; 
b—They follow Him; 

c—They possess eternal life; 

d—They shall never perish; 

e—None can pluck them from 
the hands of the Father and the 
Son. 

Could there be greater security 
than this and could any words 
give clearer assurance of the com- 
plete salvation of all who come to 
God through His Son? To doubt 
His testimony is to make God a 
liar. To believe His record is to 
have “much assurance.” 

Do you say, “I will try to be- 
lieve’? Try to believe whom? 
Dare you speak in this way of 
the living God who will never call 
back His words? If any earthly 
friend told you a remarkable tale 
that seemed hard to credit, would 
you say, “I will try to believe 
you’? To do so would be to insult 
him to his face, And will you so 
treat the God of truth, whose gifts 
and promises are never revoked? 
Rather look up to Him, confes- 
sing all the unbelief of the past 
as sin, trust Him now, and thus 
know you are one of the redeem- 
ed. 

Some years ago in St. Louis, a 
worker was dealing with a man 
who had expressed his desire to 
be saved by going into the inquiry 
room upon the invitation of the 
evangelist. The worker endeavor- 
ed to show the man that the way to 
be saved was by accepting Christ

brother’s. keeper?” We ask the 
angel who this man is and he tells 
us that it is Cain, who ‘slew his 
brother Abel. 

Then we remember our Bible 
(Gen, 4:1-12). Adam and Eve had 
two sons, Cain and Abel. They 
were taught to worship God. They 
were taught how to bring their 
offerings to the Lord, The day 
came when both sons came to the 
altar. Abel killed a lamb and of- 
fered it upon the altar. As the 
smoke ascended, God accepted this 
blood offering which was offered 
in faith by Abel. But Cain was 
wicked and proud. He brought the 
fruit which he. had raised and 
offered it. God turned the offer- 
ing down, and Cain became very 
angry.

“But ‘have we? Are all, or any appreciable number of our 
spiritual problems solved? Are our churches, our homes citadels 
of holiness? Has sin vanished from the hearts and lives of our 
people? Are our pews filled Sunday mornings, crowded Sunday 
nights, overilowing at prayer meeting times? Is the power of the 
Holy Spirit manifested in the preaching of the Gospel? Are witness 
bearers busy turning the world upside down? Is the tide of juvenile 


ful. God decided to destroy them. 
But He found one righteous man, 
Noah. He told Noah to build an 
ark and to bring his family and 
certain animals into the ark; then 
God would destroy the earth with 
a flood. Noah began to build, giv- 
ing part of his time to building, 
and part of his time to preaching. 
We can imagine that he worked 
on the ark by day and preached 
by night. He told the people that 
judgment was coming, that there 
would be a day of reckoning and 
that God would destroy the world 
with a flood. They laughed at 
him, saying, “You old fool. Who 
ever heard of such a thing?” 


Noah preached for 120 years, 
but the people kept on sinning, 
while Noah kept on building the 
ark. One day God said, “Come in, 
Noah, the flood is coming.’ Noah 
and his family and the animals 
which God had-selected went into 
the ark and God shut the door. 
Then the windows of heaven open- 
ed up, the rain began to fall, the 
fountains of the deep opened up 
and the water gushed out. The 
water rose higher and higher, The 
scoffers changed their tune; they 
ran to the ark, beat upon the 
door and cried out, “Let us in, 
Noah, you were right and we were 
wrong, let us in.” But Noah said, 
“T am sorry, God has shut the 
door and I can’t open it. I warned 
you for 120 years and now it is 
too late for repentance.” 


These people sinned away their 
days of grace and opportunity. To- 
day the true preacher preaches 
like Noah. He declares that God 
has prepared an ark, even Jesus 
Christ, that judgment is coming, 
and he urges people to come in 
before it is too late. But what 
are so many people doing today? 
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They are scoffing at the idea of a 
judgment; they are forgetting that 
they must face God; they are 
laughing at Bible truth. They are 
forgetting that “it is appointed 
unto men once to die, but after 
this the judgment.” 

Sometime ago I sat in a group 
of 150 businessmen. I knew that 
only a few of them were real 
Christians. The others were giv- 
ing their time and thought to 
business, to social life, to sports 
and the things of this life only. 
I said to myself, ‘This is a picture 
of the world today. I preach to 
men; I try to warn them. A few 
of them come to Christ, but the 
majority of them are going on 
down the pathway of life, leaving 
Christ out and forgetting the day 
of judgment.” 

Oh, friend, the door is open now, 
but some day it will be shut. You 
will be lost forever. Now the men 
of Noah’s day could have repented. 
Suppose after 119 years they had 
said, “Noah, you are right. We 
know that there is a God and we 
are lost sinners, but we have come 
now to turn from our sins and 
to put our faith in God.” We know 
God well enough to know that He 
would have held back the flood. 
But they would not repent, so they 
must spend eternity in Hell, cry- 
ing out, “Let us in! Let us in!” 


III, A Woman Weeping and 
Painting Her Face 


Down the hall we find a woman 
Weeping and painting her face. 
The angel tells us that this is 
Jezebel, and we remember her 
well (I Kings 21; II Kings 9). 

Jezebel was one of the most 
wicked women who ever lived. 
She was queen of Israel. Her hus- 
band Ahab wanted a certain vine- 
yard which belonged to a godly 
man by the name of Naboth. Na- 
both would not sell the vineyard, 
so Jezebel said to Ahab, “T’ll get 
that vineyard for you.” She had 
Naboth brought to trial and paid 
evil men to testify~against him. 
Then they took poor Naboth out 
and stoned him to death. Jezebel 
came back to her husband, saying, 
“Ahab, you can have your vine- 
yard now. Naboth is dead.” 


But God will not let such sin go 
unnoticed. He sent a message to 
Elijah, “Go and tell that woman 
that one of these days the dogs 
will lick her blood and eat her 
flesh.” But the years went by and 
nothing happened. Jezebel must 
have said, “I am a smart woman; 
I was able to get by with my sin.” 
But she couldn’t get by with sin, 
and neither can you and I. 


One day Jehu came riding to- 
ward the palace. Jezebel wanted 
to gain favor with him. She paint- 
ed her face and looked out the 
window as he approached. Jehu 
cried out: ‘Who is for us?” When 
two eunuchs appeared at the win- 
dow Jehu said to them, “Throw 
her down.” They threw Jezebel 
down upon the pavement and Jehu 
drove his horses and heavy char- 
iot over her prostrate body. Later 
he said to his servants: “She is a 
king’s daughter; go and bury her.” 
But when they went to look for 
her. body, they could find only 
a few bones remaining. The dogs 
had licked her blood and eaten her 
flesh°as God had said they would. 

You cannot fight God and get 
away with it. You can’t say, “My 
sin will never catch up with mé,” 
There is Jezebel in Hell, painting 
her face in screaming agony. She 
could have repented; she could 
have come to.God; she could have 


+confessed her sin and God would 


have saved her and taken her to 
Heaven; but she would not repent, 
so she suffers in Hell forever. 


IV. A Man and Woman 
Running From 
Something 


As we walk down the halls of 
Hell we see a man and woman 
running from something. The an- 
gel tells us that the man is Herod 
and the woman is Herodias (Mark 
6:14-29). Herod went to Rome, 
took his brother’s wife, brought 
her back to Jerusalem and lived 
with her. One day a preacher 
named John confronted Herod. 
Listen to that brave preacher 
as he says to the king: “You are 
living in sin. You can’t take 
another man’s wife and get by 
with it.” This made Herodias 
angry and she forced Herod to 
put John the Baptist in prison. 

When the king’s birthday came 
around, Herodias was still angry. 
She said, “I will get even with 


that preacher, if it is the last 
thing I ever do.” So she said to her 
daughter, “Go and dance for the 
king and try to please him. He 
will soon be drunk and will give 
you anything that you ask of him. 
When he makes this offer, tell 
him that you want the head of 
John the Baptist on a charger. 
I'll show that preacher that he 
can’t talk to me like that and get 
away with it.” The daughter goes 
in to dance before the king, and 
soon the king is offering her a 
choice of anything that she de- 
sires. She asks for the head of 
John the Baptist. Herod knows 
that he has done the wrong thing, 
but he has to stand by his word 
or lose face with his courtiers. He 
has John beheaded and sends the 


head in to Herodias on a charger. 


When the preacher’s head was 
brought to Herodias, we can im- 
agine that she looked upon it and 
said, “You'll never bother me any 
more; I have shut your mouth for- 
ever. You are through.” But a few 
weeks later she and Herod were 
eating dinner. A servant burst in, 
crying out, “A great prophet has 
arisen and is performing some 
mighty miracles. The whole coun- 
try is going after him.” The king 
leaped to his feet and cried out, 
“That is John the Baptist; he 
has risen from the dead.” But it 
wasn’t John, it was Jesus. 

Herod, your conscience is 
troubling you, isn’t it? You are 
not able to sleep, are you? You 
cut off the preacher’s head and 
his blood is upon your hands, Now 
you are going to pay for it, for 
“whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap” (Gal. 6:7):.So 


we can imagine that down in Hell “B& 
Herod and Herodias always think & 


that the head of John the Baptist 
is chasing them. The head:is not 
there; they just’ «cannot escape 
their conscience. Memory in Hell 
is an awful thing, 

Now these two people could 
have repented. They could- have 
gone out to Jesus. They could 
have fallen at His feet saying, 
“We are sinners; we are living 
in sin; we killed John the Baptist. 
But we are now repenting and we 
are going to straighten out our 
sordid lives. Is there any mercy 
for us? Is there any forgiveness 
for us?” Right then Jesus would 
have forgiven them and _ saved 
them. But they didn’t come to 
Him; they didn’t repent. They 
lived and died in their sin, and 
they died and went down to Hell. 

Your sin is not as great as 
theirs. You have never killed any- 
one; you have lived a pretty de- 


cent life. But if you don’t repent - 


of your sins and trust Jesus ac- 
cording to the Bible, you will 
surely go down to Hell and suffer 
there with Herod and Herodias. 


V. A Man Washing His Hands 


We go down the halls of Hell 
and see a man washing his hands. 
He screams in agony. A woman 
by his side keeps on saying: “I 
told you not to do it! I told you 
not to do it!” The angel tells me 
that this man is Pilate and the 
woman is his wife (Matt. 27:11- 
26). 


One day Jesus’ stood before 
Pilate, the governor at that time. 
He knew that-Jesus was a dif- 
ferent man. He knew that He was 
a good man, for he said, “I can 
find no fault...in Him.” Pilate 
should have released Him, but the 


‘mob cried, “Crucify Him!’ Now 


Pilate was a politician, and he 
wanted to gain favor with the 
people. So he stifled his own con- 
seience and turned Christ over to 
be crucified. 


Since Pilate’s time, many men 
have preferred the favor of the 
crowd to the salvation of Christ. 
The crowd says: “Come and drink 
with us, come-and’ go Our way, 
drown your conscience and Iét’s 
have a good time. Come on and 


go along with us.” And some-poor-* 


deluded fellow stifles his con- 
science because he wants to be 
popular with the crowd. He goes 
off into worldliness and sin; God 
is left out; and at last he ends up 
in Hell. 


Our young people are having a 
fierce and bitter fight during high 
school and college life. This fight 
extends out into business and 
social life, They have been taught 
that certain things are wrong. 
Other students do not believe this, 
so they put the pressure on our 
young people telling them that 
they must do this and that, so that

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they will not become wet blankets. 
The temptation is strong and 
many boys and girls fall, but I 
tell you that it does not pay, here 
or hereafter. May God give them 
the grace to stand up for the 
right. Pilate fell and he has been 
washing his hands in Hell ever 
since. 

But Pilate was warned. There 
was a time when he wavered, not 
knowing whether to condemn 
Jesus or release Him. As he stood 
there he felt a tug at his sleeve. 
He looked around and found his 
wife there. “Honey,” she said, 
“don’t do anything against this 
man. I have been told in a dream 
that it would be tragic for you to 
oppose Him.” Pilate’s conscience 
cried out also: “Look out, Pilate, 
you are about to do something 
which will damn your soul for- 
ever. You can’t trifle with Jesus, 
the Son of the Living God. He is 
the Saviour of the world and the 
dearest Beloved of the Father’s 
heart. Look out, Pilate.” But 
Pilate went ahead, condemned 
Christ and finally found his way 
down to Hell. 


Pilate was not the only one. 
You have been confronted with a 
choice. Your conscience has told 
you to leave your sin and follow 
Jesus. You have been warned 
time after time, but you go on in 
sin. One day you will join Pilate in 
Hell, and all through eternity you 
wil] be sorry that you~ did not 
listen. 


Pilate could have gone _ to 
Heaven. After the crucifixion, 
after the resurrection, he could 
have fallen at the feet of Jesus 
and said, “I am sorry, Lord, I 
do believe in You now. Forgive 
me and save me.” And _ Jesus 
would have done it, for He prom- 
ises that He will in no wise cast 
out any who come to Him. But 
he didn’t come to Jesus, so we 
léave him washing his hands in 
Hell. 


| VI. “I Have Betrayed - 

\ Innocent Blood” 

“We go down the hall and hear 
a@ man crying, “I have betrayed 
innocent blood.” The angel tells 
us: “This is Judas, who betrayed 
Ghrist.” (See Matt. 26:14-16; 47- 
50; 27:3-10.) 

«Christ selected this man to be 
His disciple. Judas walked with 
Him over three years. He heard 
His wonderful teachings, he saw 
His marvelous miracles; he serv- 
ed as treasurer of the group. But 
he wound up in Hell, because his 
heart was not right. There is a 
great lesson here. You can go to 
church faithfully and serve well 
and give generously, and. still be 
last. You are lost because your 
heart is not right with God. 
Simply making a confession and 
being baptized and joining a 
church does not make the heart 
right. There must be an inner 
change: you must be born again. 

_By the way that some people 
live and act and talk, you know 
that they have not had an ex- 
perience with Jesus. When you’ve 
had that, you become a different 
person. When I see church mem- 
bers who have such a little spirit 
about everything, I know that 
they have not caught the spirit 
of Jesus. If they are stingy and 
critical and faultfinding and 
worldly, I know they are not like 
Jesus; I know that they do not 
helong to Him. 

Here is another. lesson from 
Judas. He loved money so much 
that he sold his soul for it. The 
enemies of Christ promised him 
thirty pieces of silver to betray 
Christ. Judas agreed, saying, “I 
Know where He prays and when 
He comes from the plare of pray- 
er, I will kiss Him and you will 
‘know that He is the Christ.” The 

Hot was carried out and Judas 
received the money. But the 
money did not make him happy. 


Remorse overtook him. He said,. 


‘I have betrayed innocent blood. 
_., Iset us rue the bargain.” But they 
laughed him to scorn and he 
vent out and hanged himself. 
«Some people say, “I am going 
to get money; nothing else mat- 
ters.” They sell their souls to get 
if but it carries them down to 

ell. The love of money has put 
many a man in Hell. 


- But Judas could have repented. 
If he had done so, Jesus would 


. » « the Halls of Hell 


have forgiven him, But he didn’t 
do so, therefore we must leave 
him in Hell, where he continually 
cries, “I have betrayed innocent 
blood.”’ 


VII. “Brother, Brother” 


We go down the hall and hear 
a man screaming, “Brother, broth- 
er!” The angel says this is the 
rich man that Jesus told about. 
He lived sumptuously, but he left 
God out, and even permitted Laz- 
arus to starve at his gate (Luke 
16:19-31). 


But why is he crying, “Broth- 
er’? When he first reached Hell 
he looked up into Paradise and 
saw Abraham there, with Lazarus 
in his bosom, When he cried out 
for a drink of water, Abraham 
said unto him, “Between us and 
you there is a great gulf fixed. 
We cannot come to you and you 
cannot come to us.” Then the man, 
realizing that there was no help 
for him, thought of his five broth- 
ers. “I have five brothers at 
home,” he said, “send Lazarus to 
them, that he might warn them 
to repent, so that they will not 
come to this place.” But Abra- 
ham said, “They have the law and 
the prophets. If they won’t hear 
them, they won’t hear one who 
arose from the dead.” 


We see here that the people in 
Hell are interested in the people 
on earth. They know what Hell is; 
they know the awful agony of it; 
and they don’t want anyone to 
come there. If they could speak 
to you today, they would warn 
you to repent of your sins and to 
come to Jesus in order that you 
might be spared. Today we have 
an open Bible, and the Gospel is 
plainly preached, but men will 
not repent. Even if one came back 
from the dead, these sinners would 
say, ‘Well, you may have some- 
thing there, but I love my sin 
and I will hold on to it a little 
longer.” 

The rich man could have been 
saved. Wealth will. not keep you 


tout of Heaven, unless you make 


it your god. But he didn’t repent, 
so he died and went to Hell. We 
hear him crying out, “I am tor- 
mented in these flames.” 


VIII. “Almost, Almost’’ 


Down the hall we hear a man 
screaming, “Almost, almost!” Gab- 
riel tells us: ‘This is King Agrip- 
pa, but he is not a king now. He 
is just a poor lost soul suffering 
forever in Hell.” (See Acts 26.) 

One day Agrippa heard a ser 
mon by the greatest preacher in 
the world, the Apostle Paul. At 
the end of the sermon Agrippa 
was trembling all over. Paul said 
to him, “You know the prophets; 
you have read the Book. God has 
spoken to your soul; the Spirit 
has moved upon your heart. I wish 
that you would act upon the 
truth and give your heart to 
Christ.” But Agrippa only said, 
‘Almost thou persuadest me to be 
a Christian.” It is not enough 
to hear the Gospel and to feel 
the power of the Spirit. You must 
act, you musf surrender, you must 
give your heart to Christ. 

What is the most tragic thing 
in the world? It is simply to go 
through life, to hear the Gospel, 
to come almost to Christ, then 
to go on without Him and to 
wind up in Hel’. In Hell Agrippa 
remembers that he came within 
an inch of salvation—he was al- 
most persuaded. But he shook off 
the feeling and went out to be 
lost forever. I have seen scores of 
people in the church who listened 
attentively and who knew that 
God was spéaking to their hearts. 
They shook like a leaf in the 
autumn wind; their eyes were fill- 
ed with tears. Almost they sur- 
rendered, almost they stepped out, 
almost they gave their hearts to 
Jesus. But they shook off that 
feeling and went back out into a 
busy world, forgot all about it 
and went down to their doom. 

Now, Agrippa could have re- 
pented. He could have called Paul 
out of prison and said, “Paul, you 
stirred my soul the other day. I 
know I am lost and Christ alone 
can save me. I want to give my 
heart to Him now.” And Christ 
would have saved him right then. 

You, too, have been almost per- 
suaded. You have been § saying, 
“Someday I will make things right 
with God. I will give my~heart to 
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the prayers of Christians, sins that 
turn God’s face away so that He 
will not. hear, yea, sins which 
make it so that God cannot, in 
righteousness, heed the cry of His 


\} own child, whom He loves! We are 


not left in the dark about these 
sins. God, in His wonderful love, 
has shown us in the Bible the 
things that grieve Him, the things 
that make it so He cannot answer 
fully our prayers. 


Often we pray for daily bread 
or for other daily necessities, such 
as money for rent, or for a job, or 
furniture or clothes, things for 
which God tells us to pray; and 
yet no answer comes. Christians 
often pray for the conversion of 
loved ones, pray for revivals, pray 
for help in temptation; all matters 
about which every Christian cer- 
tainly has a right to pray, mat- 
ters about which God has declared 
in His Word that He is concerned, 
and which He is anxious to give 
us; and yet Christians often do 
not get the answer to their pray- 
ers. Why? The answer is that 
many a good prayer cannot be an- 
swered by a holy God because of 
sins in the life and heart of the 
one who prays. 


It may be that you have some 
of your prayers answered, or think 
you do, The dear Lord Who “‘send- 
eth rain on the just’ and the un- 
just” (Matthew 5:45), and is “kind 
unto the unthankful” (Luke 6:35), 
may give you many things that do 
not come because He respects 
your prayers and answers them, 
but because of His infinite mercy 
which is poured out even upon the 
vilest sinners. The God Who still 


Christ. I will follow Him and be 
His child.” But there is a great 
danger in saying, “Someday.” 
Satan will lead you to put ‘*the 
matter off again and again. Then 
one day when death slips up to 
summon you, it will be too late for 
repentance, Oh, come to Jesus 
now! 


General William Booth tells a 
story of a family which lived in 
London. There were four in this 
family, the mother and the father, 
and a son and a daughter. They 
were avowed enemies of the Gos- 
pel of Christ. They were so antag- 
onistic that they declared they 
never wanted a Christian to enter 
their home. In the community 
there was a young Salvation Army 
girl who yearned and prayed for 
their salvation. When she heard 
that the son was sick, she decided 
to go and visit them in spite of 
their opposition. She climbed the 
stairs and paused for breath just 
outside the apartment door. Then 
she heard the voice of the father 
as he said, 


“Hold on, son, hold on. You may 
die but there is nothing beyond. 
We have read all the books; we 
have reasoned it all out; we know 
there is nothing beyond. Soon you 
will drift off into peaceful sleep 
and that will be all. Hold on, son.” 

Then the girl heard the sobbing 
cry of the mother, 


“My precious boy, it breaks my 
heart to see you go. But don’t be 
afraid. We have investigated all 
the possibilities of the future life 


and there is nothing out there. 


You will soon be asleep. Hold on, 
son, hold on.” 
- Then she heard the sister say, 
“Don’t falter now, brother. You 
know that we decided long ago 
that there is nothing beyond. Soon 
you will go to sleep and that will 
be all. Just hold on.” 
Then she heard the voice of the 
boy, laden with despair and grief, 


“That’s all right,” he said, “but 


there is nothing for me to hold} 


on to. I am going into the dark 
and there is nothing for me to hold 
on to.” 


Oh, friend without Christ, if you 
have not placed your hand in the 
nail-scarred hand of Jesus, there 
will be nothing for you to hold 
on to in the hour of death. You 
will simply sink into Hell. But 
Jesus stretches out His hand to 
you today. He loves you; He wants 
to save you. He invites you to 
come and find peace and joy and

gives breath to the murderer, still 
gives food to the man who never 
prays, the God Who gives all the 
bounties of nature to a sinning, 
Christ-rejecting race—that God 
still loves and cares for His chil- 


dren even when they live in sin 


and grieve His heart. So perhaps 
what God has been doing for you 
when you prayed was not at all 
the answer to your prayers but 
just such mercies as His infinite 
love and goodness provide for the 
most wicked of His creatures. 
But whether God hears some of 
your prayers, or none of them, 
your prayers are hindered if you 
do not day by day live in the ful- 
(Continued on. page 9) 
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ness of answered prayer so that 

you can sing, 

“Nothing between my soul and the 
Saviour, 

So that His blessed face may be 

seen; 

Nothing preventing the least of 
His favor, 

Keep the way clear—let nothing 

between.” 

Often we are painfully conscious 
that our prayers are not heard. 
Last night a man said to me as 
we parted at the close of the ser- 
vice in a great rescue mission, 
“Preacher, before you sleep I wish 
you would pray for me. My pray- 
ers never get higher than my head. 
God won’t hear me.” Is that your 
case? Do you feel, even as you 
call on God, that He is not pleased, 
that He will not hear, that there 
is no likelihood of your receiving 
the thing for which you ask? 
Then, oh, how important it is to 
elear the line between you and 
God so He will hear you. How im- 
portant it is to confess and forsake 
everything that grieves the dear 
Holy Spirit and shuts up Heaven 
to your prayers and stops God’s 
ears! 

Let us now prayerfully examine 
the Word of God and search our 
hearts to see why our prayers are 
hindered, and why God-does not 
answer to give us what we ask. 


I. Wrong Relationship of 
Wives to Husbands and 
of Husbands to Wives 
Hinders Prayer 
In the matter of hindered pray- 
er, we ought to begin where God 


begins. In I Peter 3:7, the 
Lord says, “. .. that your pray- 
ers be not hindered.” Speaking 


first of the sins of a rebellious 
wife that hurts her prayers. He 
discusses that in detail. And then 
the Scripture speaks of the sins 
of a husband who does not take 
his proper, God-appointed place in 
relation to the wife, and warns 
both wife and husband that they 
are to obey God in this matter, 
“that your prayers be not hinder- 
ed.” 

Will you read prayerfully these 
seven remarkable verses, which 
may show why God does not hear 
your prayer? 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your own husbands; 
that, if any obey not the word, 
they also may without the word 
be won by the conversation of the 
wives; while they behold your 
chaste conversation coupled with 
fear. Whose adorning let it not be 
that outward adorning of plaiting 
the hair, and of wearing of gold, 
or of putting on of apparel; but 
let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible, even the ornament of 
a meek and quiet spirit, which is 
im the sight of God of great price. 
For after this manner in the old 
time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned them- 
selves, being in subjection unto 
their own husbands: even as Sara 
obeyed Abraham, calling him lord: 
whose daughters ye are, as long 
as ye do well, and are not afraid 
with any amazement. Likewise, ye 
husbands, dwell with them accord- 
ing to knowledge,- giving honour 
unto the wife, as unto the weaker 
vessel, and as being heirs togeth- 
er of the grace of life; that your 
prayers be not hindered” (I Peter 
371-7). 7 
* Here God speaks to the wife 
about her duty to the husband. 
And in the matter of getting your 
prayers answered, it does not mat- 
ter, says the Lord, what kind of 
husband you have; you must obey 
him, you must be subject to him. 
A woman must be subject to her 
husband, or her prayers are hind- 
ered. He may even be an unsaved 
man, one who will not obey the 
Word of God, who will not listen 
to the Bible, will not attend 
church; and yet a Christian wo- 
man is to be subject to such a 
husband, says the above Scripture, 
that her prayers be not hindered. 


It is even inferred that the 
wife’s prayer for the salvation of 
her husband may be blocked by 
her own disobedience. A woman 
may. seek to use her influence 
with her husband by adorning 
her body, by the plaiting of her 
hair, by the wearing of gold, or 
by_her neat and attractive dress; 
but the Lord here says that these 
things are not to be the beauty, 


the adornment, the attraction of 
a Christian woman. And they will 
not win her husband; they will 
not get her prayers answered. 
Rather, every Christian woman is 
to have that “ornament of a meek 
and quiet spirit, which is in the 
sight of God of great price’ (verse 
4). It is not wrong to plait the 
hair, or wear clothes; but the only 
ornament to win a husband for 
God is the ornament that will 
cause God to answer prayers, the 
ornament of a meek, obedient 
spirit. 

In this matter, Sarah, the wife 
of Abraham, is held up as an 
example. She called Abraham lord, 
and she obeyed him. And God 
gave Sarah a baby when she was 
ninety years old, wonderfully an- 
swering her prayers. And = s0, 
argues the Word of God, Christian 
women, if their prayers are not to 
be hindered, must be subject to 
their husbands. 

Many a Christian woman has 
wept as she told me how earnestly 
she prayed, how diligently she at- 
tended the house of God, how 
eagerly she did church work, and 
God seemed not to hear her pray- 
ers about an unsaved husband or 
son or daughter! It is a remark- 
able fact that in nearly every con- 
gregation of Christians are godly 
women, women who pray, who 
read their Bibles, who live lives 
more or less separated from 
worldliness in general, and yet 
who cannot get their prayers. an- 
swered for the conversion of their 
loved ones. “Why? Why?” the 
cry comes. The answer is not 
found in the public church ser- 
vices. The answer is not found if 
you watch such good women sing- 
ing in the choir, teaching in the 
Sunday School, attending Bible 
conferences, giving money to the 
poor. No, no! Our sins and hind- 
ered prayer are primarily home- 
sins. The sins of Christians which 
hinder there prayers and_ stop 
Heaven, and shut the ears of God 
and grieve Him till He turns His 
dear face away from His own 
born-again children, are not most 
often the sins of the tavern, nor 
of the dance floor, nor of the 
theatre. They are not the public 
sins so much as the private sins. 
They are not the sins in the 
church so much as in the homes! 


You remember Achan and the 
wedge of gold and the two hun- 
dred shekels of silver and the 
Babylonish garment which he stole 
—treasures dedicated to God. 
When the curse of God was pro- 
nounced upon all Israel, Achan 
finally admitted, “They are hid 
in the earth, in the midst of my 
tent, and the silver under it” 
(Joshua! 7:21). Achan’s sin was 
not a public sin. Others never 
dreamed of it. It was a home-sin. 

And, dear wife who reads this, 
if you are guilty of this horrible 


sin of rebellion against the one 


whom you took with solemn vows 
as your husband, to honor, love 
and obey, then that sin today hin- 
ders your prayers! That rebellion 
is the secret of why God has turn- 
ed away His face and many of 
your prayers go unanswered. 

Rebellion is the sin of fallen 
angels. Rebellion is the sin which 
damns every Christ-rejecting sin- 
ner. Rebellion against. authority 
is the heart of all crime, and every 
criminal in a penitentiary has been 
guilty first not of murder, nor of 
theft, but has been guilty first of 
rebellion against authority. This 
was the sin of the prodigal boy. 
Rebellion is the very heart of all 
sin. Dear Christian wife, God says 
to you that if you will not be sub- 
ject to your husband that your 
prayers are hindered. 

I dared not use this Scripture 
without an honest interpretation 
of it. The meaning surely is clear. 
Rebellious wives have their pray- 
ers hindered. 


And again, He says, ‘Likewise, | 


ye husbands, dwell with them ac- 
cording to knowledge, giving hon- 
our unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life; that 
your prayers be not hindered.” 
Husbands, too, have their prayers 
hindered if they do not deal scrip- 
turally with their wives. 
Husbands are (1) to dwell with 
their wives “according to know- 
ledge,” that is, based on an under- 
standing of the Scriptures relat- 
ing to husband and wife. (2) “Giv- 
ing honour unto the wife, as unto 
the weaker vessel,” and (3) “as 
being heirs together of the grace 
of life.” Husbands, then, should 
take the place accorded them in 
the Scriptures as heads of the 
home, high priests unto God, re- 
sponsible for the home and for the 
children, like Joshua, who said, 
“As for-me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord,” for “the husband 
is the head of the wife, even as 
Christ is the head of the Church” 
(Eph. 5:23). Husbands are to 
“rule over” their wives (Genesis 
3:16). A husband who does not 
dwell with his wife according to 
knowledge of the plain command 
of Scripture is likely to have his 
prayers go unanswered, hindered. 


A husband is to remember that 
he is stronger than his wife. His 
life should be an example to his 
wife. The husband should be able 
to explain the Scriptures to his 
wife (I Cor. 14:35). The heavy 
responsibilities of earning a living, 
of disciplining children, winning 
the family to Christ, of religious 
instruction in the home and the 
family—these heaviest burdens 
ought to fall heaviest on the hus- 
band’s shoulders. The man who 
shirks and avoids such responsi- 
bilities, leaving them for the weak- 
er partner, sins before God and 
will have his prayers hindered. 


And the husband should feel 
himself as one with his wife, one 
flesh. “‘No man ever yet hated his 
own flesh; but nourisheth and 
cherisheth it” (Eph. 5:29). The 


husband is to love the wife as 
Christ loved the church and gave 
Himself for it. 

And this general surrender to 
God’s pattern for the place of the 
husband in the home is essential 
to the full, happy life of daily 
answered prayer. The slacker hus- 
band will find that his prayers are 
hindered. 

Discord in the home grieves 
God. And if there be children that 
rebel against parents, let them 
know that such rebellion turns 
away the face of God and stops 
His ears and hinders their pray- 
ers.

homes, how blessed, how far 
reaching will be the results! Heart- 
felt surrender to the will of God 
and obedience to His plan in the 
home is more. important than any 
kind of public worship or any 
duties of citizenship. The hind- 
rances to prayer are often in the 
relations of wives and husbands 
and of children and parents in the 
home. 


II. Prayers Blocked by Wrongs 
Unrighted, Debts Unpaid, 
Offended Brothers 
Unreconciled 

If a wife’s prayers are hindered 
by the sin of rebellion against her 
husband, and the husband’s pray- 
ers are hindered by not taking his 
seriptural position in the home 
and in relation to his wife; it is 
also true that every wrong against 
others which is not made right 
stands between the Christian and 
God to hinder his prayers. 


This must be the meaning of 
our Saviour in Matthew 5:23, 24 
when He said, 

“If thou bring thy gift to the 
altar, and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath ought against 
thee; leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way; first 
be reconciled to thy brother, and 
then come and offer thy gift.” 


The Old Testament saint who 
came to present himself before 
God at the temple and offer a 
lamb for a sacrifice, represents a 
Christian in his prayers and ser- 
vice and praise. If the Hebrew 
saint were spiritually-minded, he 
knew that that lamb represented 
Christ, the Lamb of God which 
should take away the sins of the 
world. He knew, if he were taught 
by the Holy Spirit, that the blood 
of that lamb pictured the blood of 
Calvary that would be shed for 
sinners. All his heart’s devotion to 
God would be expressed by the 


offering of this lamb, all his hope 
of pardon, all his trust in the 
atoning blood, all his loving adora- 
tion, But the Lord Jesus plainly 
said that if one should bring a 
lamb for a sacrifice or any kind of 
an offering to God and there at 
the altar should remember a 
brother whom he had wronged or 
offended, then he must at once 
stop the sacrifice. ‘Leave the lamb 
with its feet. tied together on the 
ground before the altar! I will 
not receive it! I will not hear your 
prayers, I will not be pleased with 
your offerings. Nothing you can 
do for Me can be viewed with 
favor until you go and make right 
the wrong done your brother!’ said 
the Saviour in effect. 


Some of you pray long, and God 
never hears you. Some of you give 


+much money, and the sight of it is 


an abomination to God. Some of 
you work and toil doing “church 
work,” and God hates it. Anything 
you can offer to God is hateful in 
His sight if you will not go and be 
reconciled to others you have 
wronged. There is a fundamental 
hypocrisy in any attempt at wor- 
ship or service by those who do 
not honestly forsake sin and make 
an effort to undo the wrong that 
has been done, to pay debts that 
have been made, to ask forgive- 
ness for sins committed against 
others. 


Many of us cannot get our pray- 
ers heard because already the cry 
of others whom we have wronged 
has been heard by God. Cain tried 
to talk to God; but the blood of 
his slain brother, Abel, had cried 
out of the ground to God against 
Cain. Pharaoh in Egypt made.fair 
promises, but already he was 
marked for destruction, and God 
brought along one crisis after 
another that forced Pharaoh to 
choose, knowing that Pharaoh 
would harden his heart and die 
under the wrath of God. The rea- 


son was that God had heard the 
groanings and the cries of the op- 
pressed multitudes of the-Israel- 
ites; of mothers whose babies were 


murdered; of toiling laborers who. 


had to make brick without straw. 
May God pity Hitler if ever he 
tries to pray; for ringing in the 
ears of God already are the groans 
and pleadings of the martyred 
dead, the slaughtered Poles, the 
murdered Jews, the betrayed 
French, the starved Greeks, and 
the downtrodden millions of poor 
and oppressed in all of Europe! 


God told the Jews in the days 
of Malachi that divorced wives had 
covered the altar of the Lord with 
tears until He would no longer re- 
gard the. offering or receive it 
with good will at the hands of the 
Jews because He was a witness 
between the sin of the men who 
tried to pray and their treacher- 
ously divorced wives (Mal. 2:13, 
14). And the Lord warns in Exo- 


dus 22:22, 23 that any afflicted } 


widow or fatherless child could 
ery to God and that their faintest 
cry would be heard, and God’s 
wrath would wax hot against 
those who oppressed them, And 
verse 27 of the same chapter tells 
us that if the poor man should 
ery at all to God against those 
who take away his garment and 
covering, that God would hear. 


Do you then, dear Christian, be- 
lieve that God will hear you pray 
when there are wrongs against. 
others that you have not made 
right and debts that you have not 
paid? 

God commands all men to re- 
pent, we are told. And repent- 
ance means a sincere, heart-turn- 
ing away from sin, a change of 
mind and disposition toward. sin 
and toward God. How, then, could 
God be pledsed to bless His own 
children who have not themselves 
honestly turned away from some 
sin in their own lives? 


More than once when I have 
urged some business man to come 
out to the services at the house 
of God, he has replied, “Well, if

Institute Missionary Conference 

The Prairie Bible Institute’s 
annual missionary 
conference brought a report of 
$112,000 received for Missions dur- 
ing the year, as against the pledge 
offering of only $81,000. Rev. 
Harold Wildish was the Bible 
speaker for the Conference along 
with 29 mission society repres- 
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| And he answered back, ‘Yes, 


the members of that church would 
pay me what they owe me I would 
feel a good deal more like going 
to. their church.” Anyone who is 
well acquainted with retail credit 
business knows that multitudes of 
church people will not pay honest 
debts unless the bill collector fol- 
lows them up to get it. Sometimes 
Christians move out of apartments 
or houses owing back rent which 
they never pay. Some Christians 
owe long-standing bills to doctors, 
good physicians who cared for 
them in the time of deepest dis- 
tress. Students leave Christian col- 
leges with bills that they never 
pay. A brother borrows money 
from a Christian brother, promises 
to repay it within a certain time; 
and then the debt becomes so old 
that he is ashamed to pay it, and 
never does! I am not speaking 
about unusual circumstances. As 
a pastor, aS an evangelist, as an 
editor, as a radio preacher, and 


as one who feels the heart-beat of 


multitudes through the thousands 
of letters that come to me each 
year, I know something of the 
shockingly lax standards of Chris- 
tians about debt paying. I know 
of churches, more than one, who 
borrowed money in good faith on 
buildings, and then in depression 
years turned the buildings back to 
the creditor, buildings which were 
not useful for other purposes and 
had no sale, and then bought back 
the same buildings at reduced 
prices. The creditors in such cases 
took a net loss. They would rather 
have part of the money than none 
of it. But the result is that church 
loans are not counted good busi- 
ness loans in America! 

From a small town in Texas a 
storekeeper who heard my radio 
broadcasts in Dallas wrote to me 
about as follows: 

“Dear Brother Rice: 

“The other day a’man came 
into my store and handed me 
$25.00 to pay a debt that was ten 
years old. I had given up all hope 
of ever collecting the debt. I had: 
tried again and again, and the 
debtor would. make no effort to 
pay. When he came in to pay the 
debt, I told him frankly, ‘That’s 
$25.00 I never expected to see.’ 
it’s 
$25.00 I never intended to pay. 
But I’ve been hearing Brother 
John R. Rice on the radio. He 
showed me from the Bible that if 
|I ever expected God to hear my 
prayers for the salvation of ~ my 
children,-to hear my call for daily 
help, I must make things right 
and be reconciled to those I had 
wronged. So I resolved to pay this 
debt. I must make it so God will 
hear my prayers and save my 
children!’ ” 

The storekeeper then wrote me 
that he felt the money ought to 
go to God’s cause since long ago 
he had marked it off his books 
as a loss. He said, “I have given 
$5.00 to a Methodist pastor here 
who I know preaches honestly 
that Christians must get right 
with others if they expect God 
to hear their prayers, I am send- 
ing you $10.00, and-I will give the 
other $10.00 to the next preacher 
I hear who preaches that you 
must pay your honest debts if you 
expect God to hear your prayers.” 

I beg you that read this, if 
there are debts unpaid, that you 
go now and make them right at 
any cost so God will hear your 
prayers. 

In a Sunday morning revival 
service in St, Paul, Minnesota, a 
number were led to trust happily 
in Christ. After the benediction, 
a woman with a- troubled face 
came to me and said, “What did 
you do with my daughter? Where 
is she?’”’ She was in the inquiry 
room being instructed by the 
pastor’s wife with a group of other 
women and girls, I explained. And 
then I said, “Are you a Christian? 
Hadn’t you better get this matter 
settled for yourself?” 


“I don’t know whether I am 
saved or not. I guess I’m not. I 
must talk to somebody.” And she 
began to weep. We sat down to- 
gether, and I asked her what her 
trouble was and why it was she 
could not know whether she was 
a Christian or not.

pray,” she said, ‘God says to me,

living soul. Her husband had died 
fourteen years before. She had two 
children. She knew of no way to 
make money. So when the children 
had gone to school, she set fire to 
the little home and burned it to 
the ground. The insurance com- 
pany paid without question the 
full $800.00 of insurance. With 
that money she had moved to St. 
Paul, got the children in school, 


and got started in a livelihood. The - 


lovely grown daughter who had 
that morning accepted Christ nev- 
er dreamed it, nor did the son. 
Not a breath of suspicion had ever 
been attached to her. Yet God still 
remembered that she was a thief, 
that she was crooked; and every 
time she started to pray God said 
to her, “What are you going to 
do about that $800.00?” 

I told her that she must at once 
go to the officials of the insurance 
company and. make confession. 

“But I have no money; I could 
not pay it,’ she said. But I re- 
minded her that she had beautiful 
clothes, that both she and her 
daughter now had good jobs, and 
that if she had to pay it just a 
few dollars a week she could begin 
to pay it and at least show good 
faith. 

“But I would land in jail,” she 
said. “I have broken the law, and 
they would brand me before the 
whole world as a thief. I can't 
do that,” she said. 

“But you are a thief, whether 


anybody knows it or not,’ I said. ° 


“And if you do not pay this hon- 
est debt, you will never have any 
peace with God. If you go to jail, 
then go to jail; and God will there 
give you peace in your mind and 
heart and hear you pray. As it is, 
God will never hear you pray as 
long as this. wicked sin is between 
you and Him.” 

«Again she objected saying, “But 
I don’t €vén remember the name 


of the insurance company. I do. 


not know where its offices are. I 
could not pay them if I had the 
money.” 

“Just turn the thing around,” 
I said. “If an insurance company 
owed you $800.00, and you did 
not know which insurance com- 
pany it was, don’t you believe 
that you could find out who it 


was?” She agreed that she would 


try. mighty hard and. she thought 
she could find out under those 
circumstances. So I showed her 
that she ought to try just as 


earnestly to find out so that she. 


might confess a known sin and 
pay an honest debt and clear the 
way before God so He would hear 
her prayers which He had refused 
to hear for fourteen years! 

Beloved reader, you may be 
God’s own child, dear as the ap- 
ple of His eye. You may be as 
dear to Him as David, a man after 
His own heart; or as Samson, a 
judge of Israel; or as Peter, the 
first apostle. But I warn you sol- 
emnly that God hates sin even in 
the dearest of His children. God 
demands that you forsake it, that 
you hate it, that you honestly try 
to make right the things you have 
done wrong. 

Some things, of course, can nev- 
er be undone. If you killed a man, 
you cannot bring him back to 
life. But as long as there is a sin 
which you could make right and 
have not honestly tried to do it, 
you are still as guilty as Satan; 


and every prayer you offer to God 


stinks with hypocrisy! 

Oh, I long to see the kind of 
Christian lives that prove honest 
repentance! Zacchaeus, converted 
as he slid down a sycamore tree to 
face Jesus, made sudden high re- 
solves that showed that he meant 
business. He said, “Lord, the half 
of my goods I give to the poor; and 
if I have taken anything from any 
man by false_accusation, I restore 
him fourfold” (Luke 19:8). He 
meant that beginning that very 
moment he would try to make 
right the wicked sins of his career 
as a crooked tax collector. No 
wonder that Jesus said, ‘This day 
is salvation come to this house.” 


The wicked jailer at Philippi, 
when he came trembling to lead 
Paul and Silas out of the wrecked 
jail following the midnight earth- 
quake, was wonderfully saved by 
simply believing on the Lord Jesus 
Christ. And the same night, with 
scarcely an hour gone by, we sup- 
pose, he saw every member of his 
own family wonderfully converted. 
Do you know why? It was not 
simply because he was. saved.

years, thirty years. Yet you an 
cannot win your own husbands. 
You parents cannot win your own 
children. But that poor, wicked 
jailer won every person in his 
household before morning, that 
same night. And I will tell you 
how he did it. 

First, he took Paul and Silas 
the same hour of the night and 
was baptized. It was a wholesale 
turning of his life over to God in 
public profession and declaration. 
Then he washed the stripes of 
Paul and Silas, long welts and 
cuts made by the Roman cat-o’- 
nine-tails, or scourge. I. can im- 
agine that with tears running 
down his old face, marked perhaps 
by years of sin, he said to Paul, 
“Oh, I’m so sorry I stood there 
and laughed while they beat you. 
I helped to tear your clothes off 
of you! I put you in the jail and 
in the innermost prison and fas- 
tened your feet in the stocks, and 
you had never wronged me. I 
treated you like a common crim- 
inal. God forgive me! I want to 
make it right the best I can!” 
And then a midnight meal was 
prepared for these two _ preach- 
ers let out of jail in such strange 
circumstances. They had been put 
in the dungeon the night before 
without supper, and the jailer 
could not rest until he had made 
that right with a meal that show- 
ed his love. 

It is not hard for me to believe 
that if there were a profligate, 
drunken son who had followed the 
father into all kinds of sin, when 
he saw what happened _ that 
strange night he may well have 
said to himself, ‘Well, the old 
man sure means business this 
time! Something surely has chang- 
ed him. And if God can do that 
for Dad, He can do it for me, and 
I’m going, too!” At any rate, the 
whole family was saved and bap- 
tized. What a happy scene they 
must have made, sitting around 
that table in the wee morning 
hours, the whole family saved, the 
whole family rejoicing after being 
baptized as a public profession of 
their faith! 


Some of you pray and pray, but 
your prayers are not heard. You 
had as well never offer them any 
more until you make a genuine 
effort to pay the bills you owe, to 
right the wrongs you have done, 
to apologize for sins committed 
and to be reconciled with others. 


Oh, what zeal we ought to have 
about making wrongs right! Jesus 
said, “Ye have heard that it hath 
been said, An eye for an eye, and 
a tooth for a tooth: but I say 
unto you, That ye resist not evil: 
but whosoever shall smite thee on 
thy right cheek, turn to him the 
other also. And if any man will 
sue thee at the law, and take 
away thy coat, let him have thy 
cloke also.

You will 
never understand that passage 
until you remember that it is a 
matter of restitution God is talk- 
ing about.

crop. And so the Saviour says if a 
man says that you owe it to him 
to let him hit you on the right 
cheek, then you are not only to 
allow that but to turn the other 
cheek also, and so see that you 
satisfy your neighbor’s claim 
against you. If he claims that you 
have his coat, then you make sure 
that you satisfy his claim perfectly 
so that your brother can have 
nothing against you, Give him 
your cloak also. If he says he has 
carried your burden a mile and 
you should go a mile with him, 
then offer to go with him two. In 
other words a Christian should 
earnestly set out, at any cost, to 
be reconciled to people he has 
wronged. 

Your hot words may have cut 
some dear one to the heart, and | 
you have never confessed and ask- 


ed forgiveness for that sin. You 
may have slandered some man of | 


thoughtless neighbor. I beg you, 
go be reconciled! Confess your 
wrong and earnestly try to make 
it right. 

Someone hears me who has a 
mother or father far away. They 


your own home, your own busi- 
ness, your own interests. They 
have now only memories of the 
past. How can God bless you who 
neglect heartbroken mothers and 
cause grief to those who gave 
everything for you? 

Dear Christian, many times I 
have had to write letters asking 
forgiveness, or write a check to 
pay an honest debt before I could 
have assurance that God would 
hear my prayers. Are your prayers 
hindered because there are those 
you have wronged with sins that 
you have never tried to undo? 
Then the Saviour said, “If thou 
bring thy gift to the altar, and 
there rememberest that thy broth- 
er hath ought against thee; leave 
there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be recon- 
ciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.” 


Ill. Unforgiveness Grieves 
God and Hinders 
Prayers 


Unforgiveness in the heart of a| 


Christian hinders.the answer to his 
prayers. A grudge, a root of bitter- 
ness, or even hate, it may be, may 
be blocking the answer to your 
prayers, 

In Matthew 6:9-13 we are given 
the model prayer, or the Lord’s 
Prayer. And in that model prayer 
the Saviour taught us to pray 
daily, ““And forgive us our debts, 
as we forgive our debtors.” And 
when the prayer was finished Jesus 
added this plain, sharp word of 
warning, 

“For if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you: But if ye 
forgwe not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses” (Matt. 6:14, 15). 

Here it is clearly taught in the 
solemn words of our Saviour that 
Christians who will not forgive 
others will not be heard when 
they ask for forgiveness. And 
when we come to pray that our 
heavenly Father will take sins out 
of the way, will cleanse them and 
forgive them, not let them hinder 
our communion with Him or our 
service for Him, all our praying 
is useless unless we forgive others 
who may have wronged us. 

You understand, I trust, that 
forgiveness of sins has two mean- 
ings in the Bible. In the first place, 
when a poor lost sinner comes to 
Christ and trusts Him for salva- 
tion, then all of his sins are for- 
given and blotted out and will be 
remembered against him no more 


forever, as far as the damnation 
of his soul is concerned. “‘Blessed 
is the man to whom the Lord will 
not impute sin’ (Romans 4:8). In 
getting saved we do not get sins 
forgiven one at a time; but all 
at once the glorious transaction 
is finished and all our sins are 
laid on Jesus and forgiven, blotted 
out, never to be held against us 
any more and never to endanger 
our poor souls again! What won- 
derful salvation! What marvelous 
mercy in the forgiveness of vile 
sinners! 

But after one is already a child 
of God, after one is born again, 
after one has been made a par- 
taker of the divine nature, he~is

“Tf we say that we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves, and the 
truth_is not in us” (I John 1:8). 
Paul, the mighty apostle, yet in 
the midst of his great ministry 
claimed still to be the very chief 
of: sinners (I~ Tim. 1:15). And 
David in that inspired fifty-first 
Psalm,. was led to write, “My sin 
is ever before me.” And the Sav- 
iour in the Lord’s Prayer is ex- 
pressly teaching us that we ought 
daily to confess our sins and ask 
forgiveness. So besides the forgive- 
ness of our sins we get in salva- 


day-by-day clearing of sin out of 
the way. = 

Although the Lord has forgiven 
all our sins, yet He still hates 
sin. God hates sin in David or in 
Peter or in Paul; God hates it in 
you, beloved Christian. And if your 
sin is not confessed and cleansed 
day by day, it piles up between 
you and God to hinder your com- 
munion, to block your prayers, 
to taint your testimony, and to 
grieve the blessed Holy Spirit. 
So the Lord teaches us here to 
come daily and confess our sins, 
asking forgiveness. 


The Scofield Reference Bible 
has wonderful helps; I use it con- 
stantly and recommend it.

~ We should forgive others, Ephes- 
ians 4:32 tells us, because Christ 
has already forgiven us all our 
sins in salvation so that they are 
not held against our souls’ welfare. 
But here in Matthew 6:14, 15 the 
Saviour warns us that we should 
forgive others that we as Chris- 
tians may have the daily cleans- 
ing, the daily renewal of fellow- 
ship, the daily fullness of the Haly 
Spirit which God desires for all 
His dear children, but which He 
cannot give without a daily con- 
fession and forsaking of sin. 
When Jesus washed the dis- 
ciples’ feet, He said, “He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit: 
and ye are clean, but not all” (John 
13:10). He meant that the disciples 
were already saved and all their 
sins were under the blood. But 
Christians walking in a dirty 
world need day-by-day confession 
of their defilement that they may 
have daily forgiveness and cleans- 


ing as the dear children of God in** 


order to have His fullness and 
power and fellowship. The washing 
of the whole body, which these 
disciples already had, represents 
salvation, the forgiveness of all 
sin. That cleansing is once for all 
‘at regeneration. But the wash- 
ing of the disciples’ feet represent- 
ed that day-by-day . cleansing 
which is offered Christians who

would not steal, who scorn a lie, 
are yet guilty of this wicked sin. 
The temptation to this sin attacks 
preachers and soul winners who 
would never be tempted to gros- 
ser things.

guilty of this horrible sin. In God’s 


sight, it is truly hideous, 

In Matthew 18:21-35 is the fol- 
lowing remarkable teaching of our 
Saviour about the need for Chris- 
tians to forgive others and of how 
God hates the wicked sin of unfor- 
giveness, 


“Then came Peter to him, and 
said, Lord, how oft shall my broth- 
er sin against me, and I forgive 
him? till seven times? Jesus saith 
unto him, I say not unto thee, 
Until seven times: but, Until sev- 
enty times seven. Therefore is the 
kingdom of heaven likened unto a 
certain king, which would take ac- 
count of his servants. And when 
he had begun to reckon, one was 
brought unto him, which owed him 
ten thousand talents. But foras- 
much as he had not to pay, his 
lord commanded him to be sold, 
and his wife, and children, and 
all that he had, and payment to be 
made. The servant therefore fell 
down, and worshipped him, saying, 
Lord, have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. Then the lord 
of that servant was moved with 
compassion, and loosed him, and 
forgave him the debt. But the 
same servant went out, and found 
one of his fellowservants, which 
owed him an hundred pence: and 
he laid hands on him, and took him 
by the throat, saying, Pay me that 
thou owest. And his fellowservant 
fell down at his feet, and besought 
him, saying, Have patience with 
me, and I will pay thee all. And 
he would not: but went and cast 
him into prison, till he should pay 
the debt. So when his fellowser- 
vants saw what was done, they 
were very sorry, and came and 
told unto their Lord all that was 
done.

was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also 
unto you, if ye from your hearts 
forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses.” 

How many times shall we for- 
give one who sins against us? 
Peter thought seven times would 
be the perfect number; but Jesus 
answered back, “I say not unto 
thee, Until seven times: © but, 
Until seventy times seven.” And 
when you have forgiven the same 
person 490 times, no doubt you 
would have lost count and would 
have conquered that wicked dis- 
position to temper and bitterness 
in your own heart! 


In the above parable, the Sav- 
iour illustrates our awful debt 
to God by the man who owed his 
king 10,000 talents. Ten thousand 
talents would be nearly twenty 
million dollars if they were silver 
talents, nearly three hundred mil- 
lion dollars if the talents were 
gold. In either case it would be 
an unpayable amount, no doubt 
beyond the capacity of any man 
living in the world at that time. 
So great is our sin toward God 
which needs forgiveness! 

And then the sins of one against 
others is represented by the Sav- 
iour in this parable by the debt 
of one hundred pence. And the ser- 
vant who had been forgiven 10,000 
talents took his fellowservant by 
the throat saying, “‘Pay me that 
thou owest,”’ and would not give 
him time, but cast him into prison 
until he should pay that trifling 
debt of a hundred pence, when he 
himself -had been forgiven 10,000 
talents that he owed! 

How trifling, how insignificant 
are all the sins that anybody ever 
did against us compared to our 
horrible sins against God all the 
days of our lives! This parable 
tells us how God sees the sin of 
unforgiveness. 

And note the punishment of the 
wicked servant. Jesus said, “And 
his lord was wroth, and delivered 
him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto 
him.” 

Here the king delivered the evil 
servant “to the tormentors.” And 
then Jesus warns Simon Peter and 
the other disciples, in a lesson 
which is meant for us Christians, 
“So. likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye from 
your hearts forgive not every one 
his brother their trespasses.’”’ God 
will deliver His own children over 
to tormentors, will allow their 
hearts to be miserable, their lives 
to be unhappy, their prayers to be 
blocked, their homes to be accurs- 
ed, if they do not forgive others! 
The Lord .does not mean that 
saved people will lose their salva- 
tion and go to Hell because of 
unforgivness, but He certainly 
does mean that here in this life 
they will miss many, many bless- 
ings and suffer torment of soul be- 


cause of the horrible sin of un- 
4 forgiveness. 


And how ashamed 
they will be when they face Jesus! 

I have known brother’ who 
would not speak to brother. I have 
seen churches split into factions, 
I have seen homes broken, I have 
seen Christians so embittered by 
this horrible sin that they made 
shipwreck of all their lives. Ter- 
rible punishment will be the lot of 
every Christian who carries a 
grudge and unforgiveness in his 
heart. 

And note that the Saviour said 
this forgiveness must be “from 
your hearts.” To live nominally at 
peace is not enough, Sometimes a 
Christian will say, “Well, I will 
forgive her, but I will never for- 
get.” Or a brother may say, “I will 
forgive him, yes, because it is 
commanded me; but I will never 
have anything more to do with 
him.” Such forgiveness is no for- 
giveness at all in God's sight. 
When God forgives, He forgets. 
How would you like for God to 


‘gay about you, “Well, I will for- 


give your sins; but I never want 
to have anything more to do with 
you”? You know that is not for- 
giveness in a real, genuine sense. 
By God’s grace a Christian can so 
forgive that every memory brings 
not bitterness but a sweet sense 
of peace without any rancor or 
bitterness whatever. 


If we want to be like Jesus, 
we must forgive. Dying on the 
cross, He prayed about the people 
who crucified Him, who mocked 
Him while He died, who gave Him 
vinegar mingled with gall when 
He was thirsty, who had spit in 
His face—for these He prayed, 
“Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do.’ One of 
the names of the Lord Jesus is 
“Prince of Peace.” And if we for- 
give, we become Christlike. That 
is the reason why the Beatitudes 
say, “Blessed are the peacemak- 
ers: for they shall be called the 
children of God” (Matt. 5:9). 
Every one who makes peace is 
that much like Jesus Christ. The 
Beatitudes promise that those who 
are pure in heart shall see God, 
that the meek shall inherit the 
earth; but they give the blessed 
promise to the peacemakers that 
they shall not only see God but 
shall be called His children, and 
shall not only inherit the earth, 
but even inherit Heaven as the 
heirs of God! How blessed to be a 
peacemaker, with _ forgiveness 
toward brethren, “even as God 
for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you.” 


And that attitude of mind and 
heart which Jesus had is to be 
ours, also. Stephen had it when, 
dying, he prayed about his tor- 
mentors, “Lord, lay not this sin 
to their charge” (Acts 7:60). And, 
oh, dear Christian, if you are to 
have your prayers answered, you, 
too, must learn to forgive! 

When boiled down to its essence, 
unforgiveness is hatred. And I 
John 3:15 says, ‘‘Whosoever hateth 
his brother is a murderer.” If 
you think a little grudge is very 
respectable, then you should re- 
member that God looks into your 
wicked heart and calls it murder! 

In Mark 11:22-24 is that mar- 
velous promise about prayer that 
“whosoever” (anybody)* can have 
“whatsoever” (anything) he asks, 
if he has faith. But Jesus qualifies 
even that great promise by these 
words in the following verses: 
“And when ye stand praying, for- 
give, if ye ought against any: that 
your Father also which is in 
heaven may forgive you your tres- 
passes. But if ye do not forgive, 
neither will your Father which is 
in heaven forgive your trespasses”’ 
(Mark 11:25, 26). It is obvious 
that every Christian who tries to 
pray with unforgiveness in his 
heart finds a great wall of his 
sins piled up between him and God 
which he cannot get removed and 
cannot get taken out of the way 
until he forgives all that others 
have done against him. 

The Lord’s Prayer is to be a 
daily prayer, for daily bread and 
daily needs, and confessing daily 
sins. And that indicates that every 
Christian every day ought to go 
about this important matter of 
seeing that all grudges are for- 
given. Thus Ephesians 4:26 com- 
mands us, “Let not the sun go 
down upon your wrath.” <A 
grudge, if left in your heart over- 
night, may so take root as togem- 
bitter your whole life and ruin 


your testimony. So daily, before} 


sundown every day, search out 
your heart, judge every little 


grudge, every bit of enmity, every | 


slightest passion of unforgiveness. 
Confess it to God as a sin and 
turn your heart away from it, and 
God will take it out and cleanse it. 
But if you do not forgive, neither 
will you be forgiven. 

Have you honestly searched 
your heart as you have read this? 
Is there any root of bitterness, 
any of the sin of unforgiveness in 
your heart blocking your prayers? 
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
